Deadliest Day Yet in Iraq 


Chopper crash, ambushes push toll for U.S. troops to 37 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ I A U.S. helicopter crashed 
early Wednesday in a desert sandstorm, kill- 
ing the 30 Marines and one sailor aboard, 
and six other troops were killed by insur- 
gent ambushes in the heaviest single -day 
loss of life for the United States since the 
Iraq war began. 

Four days before the country’s crucial elec- 
tions, militants set off at least eight car bombs 
that killed 13 people and injured another 40, 
including 11 Americans. The guerrillas also 
carried out a string of attacks against schools 
that will serve as polling centers. 


In Washington, President Bush asked 
Americans to remain committed to the 
Iraqi effort, despite what he called a “very 
discouraging” day when the U.S. death toll 
for the war rose above 1,400. 

While a group calling itself al Qaeda in 
Iraq warned people to stay away from the 
polls. Bush called on Iraqis to “defy the terror- 
ists” and cast ballots in the Sunday election. 

A Bush administration official said the 
cause of Wednesday’s crash was not imme- 


diately known but that there was bad 
weather at the time. An Accuweather map 
of Iraq showed sandstorms Wednesday in the 
western region where the crash took place. 

The CH-53 Sea Stallion, with a crew from 
the 3rd Marine Aircraft Wing, was ferrying 
personnel from the 1st Marine Division when 
it went down near the town of Rutbah while 
conducting security operations, the military 
said in a statement. 

A search and rescue team was sent to the 
site, and an investigation of the cause was 
under way. jason keyser (ap)

Bush Holds Firm on Goals 



Asks for patience as 
U.S. suffers deadliest 
day so far in Iraq war 

WASHINGTON I President Bush 
pleaded for Americans’ patience 
Wednesday on what he conceded 
was “a very discouraging day” of 
death and violence for U.S. troops 
in Iraq. He urged Iraqis to defy ter- 
rorist threats and vote in Sunday’s 
elections. 

Bush held a news conference 
hours after more than 30 American 
troops perished in a helicopter crash 
in Iraq and insurgents killed five 
others. 

On Iraq, Bush pledged: “We’ll 
have the troop levels necessary to 
complete the mission. And that mis- 
sion is to enable Iraq to defend her- 
self from terrorists — homegrown 
or terrorists that come in from out- 
side of the country.” 


It was the 18th full-blown news 
conference of Bush’s presidency, cov- 
ering issues from Social Security to 
his inaugural address. 

“What you’re hearing a little bit is 
whether or not it is worth the politi- 
cal price. I think it is,” he said on 
Social Security. He pledged to lead a 


battle in Congress and travel across 
the country to convince Americans 
the system is in trouble. 

Bush said he is leading the 
United States toward an honor- 
able goal — in Iraq and across the 
world. “I firmly planted the flag of 
liberty,” he said, terence hunt (ap) 


Space Walking Astronauts Install Arm 


CAPE CANAVERAL, FLA. | The two 
space station astronauts left 
their orbiting home in the hands 
of ground controllers Wednesday 
and floated outside to install an 
experimental robotic arm from 
Germany and inspect vents that 


might be causing air- supply equip- 
ment breakdowns. 

Leroy Chiao, the American com- 
mander, and Salizhan Sharipov, a 
Russian, discovered sticky gunk on 
the vents and successfully hooked 
up the arm, solving a minor prob- 


lem with an electrical connection 
on the robot system shortly before 
the spacewalk drew to a close. 

The spacewalk — unable to 
be completely televised because 
of a cold station antenna — was 
the first in Chiao and Sharipov’s 
mission, now at the 334-nionth 
point. (AP)

SUDAN 

African Union; Sudan’s Air 
Force Bombs Darfur Villages 

The Sudanese air force bombed vil- 
lagers in South Darfur on Wednes- 
day, the African Union reported. “It 
is a major cease-fire violation,” said 
the senior AU political officer for 
Sudan, Jean Baptiste Natama. It is 
rare that aerial bombardments are 
confirmed by the African Union, 
which has about 1,400 cease-fire 
monitors and protection troops in 
the western Sudan region. Sudanese

Van Gogh Murder Suspect

Top Court Says Universities 
Have Right to Charge Tuition 

German universities can charge for 
tuition, the country’s highest court 
ruled Wednesday, overturning a 
decades-old guarantee of free higher 
education regardless of income or 
social standing. The verdict came as 
Germans grapple with abrain-drain 
of their brightest researchers and 
persistently low rankings in inter- 
national education studies — trends 
that have sparked ideological battles

In Asia, a Somber Milestone 

Survivors commemorate month since tsunami 


GALLE, SRI LANKA I Sri Lankans lit 
candles and chanted prayers for the 
dead to mark one month since the 
tsunami Wednesday, and mourners 
on a Thai island launched two new 
fishing boats in a first step toward 
rebuilding the devastated local 
fleet. On the hardest-hit Indonesian 
island of Sumatra, there were no 
memorials, but children went back 
to school and the empty desks of 
dead classmates. 


A month after killer waves 
swept away more than 140,000 
lives around the Indian Ocean, 
survivors quietly remembered the 
tragedy and carried on with the 
struggle to rebuild their lives. But 
behind the public grieving was a 
deepening sense of frustration. 

“We have not received any assis- 
tance yet,” read a banner strung 
between plastic tents housing 
survivors in Sri Lanka’s southern 


city of Galle. 

One month on, the full death 
toll from the massive earthquake 
and the tsunami it spawned is still 
unknown. Differing government 
tallies in Sri Lanka and Indonesia, 
the two hardest hit countries, have 
put the total number of dead in 11 
countries between 144,000 and 
178,000. As many as 147,000 peo- 
ple are missing — many of them 
presumed dead — raising the pos- 
sibility that more than 300,000 

died. TINI TRAN (AP) 


Iraqi Troops’

BAGHDAD | The top American com- 
mander in Iraq on Wednesday said 
U.S. -trained Iraqi security forces 
were still not ready to take over the 
counterinsurgency and there was 
no guarantee they will ever be able 
to defeat it on their own. 

Gen. George Casey said the 
130,000 Iraqi police and soldiers 
still lack leaders to direct them in a 
fight against rebels, and local police 
forces who’ve deserted in the thou- 
sands in the face of intimidation 
and withering assaults by guerril- 
las remain a key weak point. 

“Can I sit here and look you in 
the eye and say that the Iraqi secu- 
rity forces guaranteed 100 percent 
are going to be able to defeat this 
insurgency by themselves? Of course 
not,” Casey said. 

Casey, who commands all mul- 
tinational forces in Iraq, said that 
after the election U.S. trainers and 
advisers will work more closely with 
Iraqi forces, focusing on building 
senior division and brigade level 
leadership, jason keyser (ap) 


Four Held at Gitmo 
Freed Without 
Charge in Britain 

LONDON I Four British men who 
spent up to three years in U.S. 
custody at Guantanamo Bay and 
then a day in the custody of British 
police were released Wednesday 
night without charge. 

Moazzam Begg, Feroz Abbasi, 
Martin Mubanga and Richard 
Belmar returned to Britain Tuesday 
and were arrested under the 
Terrorism Act. Metropolitan police 
questioned them most of the day 
Wednesday, but announced after 9 
p.m. that no charges would be Bled.

In Davos, Sharp Comments From Blair 


At economic forum, 
he says U.S. must be 
part of world agenda 

DAVOS, SWITZERLAND I BritishPrime 
Minister Tony Blair said Wednesday 
the United States must do more to 
address the concerns of the rest of 
the world if it expects support for 
its own policies, and he cited global 
warming as a prime example. 

“If America wants the rest of the 
world to be part of the agenda it has 
set, it must be part of their agenda, 
too,” he told the annual meeting of 
the World Economic Forum, a gath- 
ering of 2,500 world political and 
business leaders.

Blair’s unusually sharp com- 
ments directed at the United States 
come at a time of growing public 
anger in Britain over his support for 
President Bush in Iraq and months 


before British general elections. 

Alluding to one of the key issues 
dividing the United States from 
Europe, Blair said: “I support the 
Kyoto Protocol. Others will not ... 
but business and the global econo- 
my need to know this isn’t an issue 
that is going away.” 

In his first term. Bush worked 
hard to rally international opin- 
ion behind the fight against ter- 
rorism — but his administration 
abandoned the 1997 Kyoto cli- 
mate change agreement, arguing 
it would hurt American industry. 

Blair added, however, that Bush’s 
speech at his second inauguration 
last week indicated “there is a wish 
to reunify” in Washington, (ap)

Freeze on Mideast Talks Ends 


Two sides hold series 
of high-level contacts 
as U.S. envoy arrives 

JERUSALEM I Bolstering a concil- 
iatory mood that has taken hold 
since Palestinian leader Mahmoud 
Abbas was inaugurated earlier this 
month, Israelis and Palestinians on 
Wednesday held their first high- 
level diplomatic meetings in more 
than 18 months. 

A Palestinian official said 
afterward that a summit between 
Abbas and Israeli Prime Minister 
Ariel Sharon could take place in 
two weeks. Other officials on both 
sides said no date had been set. 


The talks by Sharon’s diplo- 
matic adviser, Dov Weisglass, and 
Palestinian negotiator Saeb Erekat 
marked the first such high-level 
talks since the summer of 2003. 

The unaccustomed flurry of 
Israeli-Palestinian contacts came as 
a senior American envoy, William J. 
Burns, arrived for talks with leaders 
on both sides. The assistant secre- 
tary of State said the Bush adminis- 
tration considered this a “promising 
moment” for the cause of Middle 
East peacemaking. 

Abbas has deployed Palestinian 
troops in the Gaza Strip in an effort 
to stop militants from attack- 
ing Israeli targets and has been 
holding truce talks with armed 


factions, including Hamas and 
Islamic Jihad. In a gesture of its 
own, Israel signaled that it would 
suspend so-called “targeted kill- 
ings” of Palestinian militants. 

Apparently as a result of these 
measures, relative calm has pre- 
vailed for the past week in nor- 
mally turbulent Gaza. 

Still, sporadic violence contin- 
ued. Israeli troops, returning what 
they said was fire from Palestinian 
gunmen, killed a Palestinian girl 
in central Gaza. Hospital offi- 
cials said the child, reported to be 
between ages 3 and 5, was shot in 
the head.

Thanks to Surplus, 
D.C. to Cut Taxes 


CFO touts $1.7 billion 
turnaround since city 
hit a low point in ’97 

WASHINGTON | The District of 
Columbia, ending 2004 in its best 
financial health ever, still must 
resolve a multibillion dollar fund- 
ing imbalance before it can fix 
crumbling schools and roads, city 
officials said Wednesday. 

Chief Financial Officer Natwar 
Gandhi pegged the current surplus 
at $230 million, putting the city’s 
general fund balance over $1 bil- 
lion for the first time. 

The surplus is triggering an 
income tax cut for 2005, starting 
with residents earning more than 
$30,000. Income tax rates for the 
city’s highest income bracket will 
be cut from 9.3 to 9 percent. 

It was a $1.7 billion turnaround 
from 1997, when Mayor Anthony 
A. Williams was the CFO, Gandhi 


said. The city had deficits of more 
than $500 million and was nearly 
bankrupt. 

“Other cities that have gone 
through such experiences — 
Philadelphia, New York and oth- 
ers — none have been able to come 
back as well or as fast,” Gandhi said. 
He credited sound fiscal policy from 
the mayor and council. 

But officials were quick to call for 
caution in celebrating. Aging roads, 
bridges and schools will require a 
$7.6 billion investment over the 
next five years, Gandhi said. The 
city budget can fund only $2 billion 
of that bill, he said, so officials are 
looking to Congress for help. 

Of the $42 million available for 
use. City Administrator Robert Bobb 
said the city would like to provide 
more money for the new Department 
ofYouth Rehabilitation Services, the 
Anacostia Waterfront Development 
Corporation and health and air qual- 
ity programs.

Riggs Expected to Plead 
Guilty in Federal Probe 


WASHINGTON I Riggs Bank, under 
government scrutiny for its handling 
of foreign diplomats’ and dictators’ 
business, is expected to plead guilty 
to a criminal charge of failing to 
report suspicious transactions. 

The Justice Department has been 
investigating the bank’s handling — 
at the highest executive levels — of 
the accounts, including those held by 
Saudi diplomats in Washington and 
by former Chilean dictator Augusto 
Pinochet. Riggs is poised to sign a 
plea agreement that would fine the 
bank between $16 million and $18 
million. The Wall Street Journal 
reported in Wednesday’s editions. 

Spokesmen for Riggs and the 
Justice Department declined to 
comment. However, a person famil- 
iar with the matter, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity, said a plea 
agreement appeared likely. 

Riggs, an old-line Washington

bank that drew prestige from its 
near-exclusive franchise on business 
with the capital’s diplomatic commu- 
nity, was fined a record $25 million 
by a Treasury Department agency 
last May for alleged violations of laws 
to prevent money laundering in its 
handling of millions of dollars in the 
accounts controlled by Saudi diplo- 
mats and Equatorial Guinea officials. 

The bank did not admit to or deny

Doors Open for 
Pot Ads on Metro 


Justice Department 
says government can’t 
block advertisements 

WASHINGTON | The Justice 
Department won’t defend a new law 
that withholds federal funds from 
Metro and other transit agencies 
that run pro -marijuana ads. 

The decision effectively opens 
the door for transit operators to 
accept advertising that promotes 
the medical use or legalization of 
marijuana, without fear of losing 
millions of federal dollars. 

The department dropped plans 
last month to appeal a federal 
court decision that found the law 
was unconstitutional. The govern- 


ment had until Wednesday to file a 
brief in the case. 

In a letter to Congressional law- 
yers, Acting Solicitor General Paul 
Clement wrote, “The government 
does not have a viable argument to 
advance in the statute’s defense.” 

Graham Boyd, director of the 
American Civil Liberties Union 
Drug Policy Litigation Project, called 
it “extraordinarily unusual” that the 
Justice Department would refuse to 
defend a federal statute. 

Change the Climate, which 
last had an ad in Metro stations in 
October 2003, said it’s planning a 
new campaign in an undetermined 
American city. Metro is ready to 
accept offers, spokesman Steven 
Taubenkibel said, candace smith (ap)

RICHMOND, VA. I School bullies might 
want to reconsider picking a fight 
with a smaller kid or stuffing him 
in his locker if legislation endorsed 
Wednesday by a House of Delegates 
committee becomes law. 

Del. Rob Bell’s bill would require 
public schools to report incidents 
of bullying to the victim’s parents, 
who could complain to police. It 
also would require school divi- 
sions to adopt bullying preven- 
tion policies and discourage bul- 
lying in their “character education” 
programs.

Colonials Not Ready for Prime Time 


George Washington plummets from Top 25 


COLLEGE HOOPS I For a few min- 
utes, George Washington looked 
again like the dynamic team that 
beat Maryland and Michigan State 
last month. Fast breaks were con- 
verted at a dizzying pace, and 
Pops Mensah-Bonsu was dunk- 
ing away. 

But the Colonials couldn’t hold 
an eight-point, first-half lead, 
and a 3 -pointer at the buzzer by 
Xavier meant a 66-65 loss Tuesday 
night, erasing once and for all any 
notion that George Washington still 
belongs in the Top 25.

“It’s easy when 
there’s no expectations on them. 
Now they’re finding out, ‘Oh, it’s a 
little bit tougher now there’s some 
expectations.’” 

George Washington plays four 
of its next five at home, a crucial 
stretch that will likely define the 
season. While fans were crowing 
over the Top 25 ranking, Hobbs 
said all along that his first goal is 
to become a top -tier team in the 
Atlantic 10. 

“We’re still trying to chase 
Xavier,” he said. “We’re still try- 
ing to chase Dayton. We’re still 
trying to chase those teams.”

The rowdy Guerrilla 
Film Festival finds a 
home for rogue flicks 

F I L M I There’s a lovely irony to stag- 
ing the Guerrilla Film Fest in an 
august edifice built with Carnegie 
family capital. Even better is the 
festival logo — Che Guevara meets 
“Planet of the Apes.” 

But festival director John 
Hanshaw is hell-bent on spot- 
lighting indie and foreign films 
— the kind that lack a Denzel or 
a Sundance seal of approval — by 
any means necessary. 

Of the 2,613 feature films sub- 
mitted last year to the Sundance 
Film Festival, only about 120 made 
the cut. Maybe a dozen of those will 
find distributors. The most recog- 
nized name in American film fes- 
tivals offers emerging filmmakers 
all the dignity of a cattle auction, at 
about the same odds for success. 

Enter Hanshaw’s vision. Harking 
back to the days when Sundance 
was a rowdy upstart, eager to 
poke a stick in Hollywood’s eye, 
the Guerrilla Film Fest was born. 
This latest installment builds on the 
grassroots buzz that has been cre- 
scendoing since the first Guerrilla 
event in June 2003. 

The festival anchor is “Beat 
the Drum,” a South African entry. 
Musa, a 9 -year-old Zulu boy, is soon 
to be orphaned by AIDS — which 
the villagers believe to be a curse 
ravaging their village. 

When the family sacrifices its 
lone cow in an attempt to save 
Musa’s father, Musa journeys alone 


to Johannesburg to find his uncle 
and somehow earn enough money 
to replace the cow. 

Like the Inuit drama “Whale 
Rider” or the Iranian tale “The 
White Balloon,” director David 
Hickson artfully navigates the 
country’s grim situation to create 
a hopeful tale of a young hero. 

The 2003 movie has already 
wowed audiences and critics on 


the worldwide film festival cir- 
cuit. Yet, despite a raft of awards, 
this may be the only time it plays 
Washington, D.C. 

Six short films round out the 
offering. They range from slap- 
stick (“The Climactic Death of 
Dark Ninja”), to noirish dystopi- 
an sci-fi (“Natural Selection”), to 
speculative history of two prison 
escapees who disappear the same 


night CBS radio reports UFOs over 
the U.S. (“Apple Jack”). 

As a great American said, the 
revolution will not be televised. But 
that doesn’t mean you can’t watch.

Michael Crichton 
knows a hundred

PAGES I You’ve got to hand it to 
Michael Crichton. The guy who prac- 
tically invented the techno -thriller 
knows how to push our buttons. 

From the mysterious alien plague 
of “The Andromeda Strain” to the 
reconstituted raptors of “Jurassic 
Park” to the killer android cow- 
boy of “Westworld ” the bugaboos 
of Crichton’s novels and films 
have become fixtures of pop cul- 
ture. (Fun Fact to Know and Tell: 
In Italy, “Westworld” is known as 
“II Mondo dei Robot.”) 

When Crichton appears Friday 
at the National Press Club, it’ll be 
to sign his latest page-turner, “State 
of Fear.” (Though admission is free, 
the evening is a fundraiser for NPC’s 


Eric Friedheim Library. So if you 
want to get a copy signed, you have 
to buy it at the event.) 

“State of Fear” envisions a sce- 
nario where eco -terrorists whip up 
a string of natural disasters. It’s an 
attempt to shock people into sup- 
porting their radical world-view, 
which involves an arcane little 
theory called “global warming.” 

Lest there be any doubt where 
Crichton himself stands, he appends 
an “Author’s Message” in which he 
draws comparisons between envi- 
ronmentalists and eugenicists. 

“State of Fear” has already 
drawn criticism from climatolo- 
gists who accuse the author of 
making a hash of the science. 
Although Crichton visited the Earth 
Institute at Columbia University 
while researching his book, the 
Institute’s Web site now includes 
a detailed refutation of a number

MUSIC I People must really want 
ABBA to reunite. “Mamma Mia!” 
sells out stages around the country. 
The album “ABBA Gold” is current- 
ly ranked number 174 in sales on 
Amazon. And tickets for the Black 
Cat’s ABBA Party, featuring cover 
band Almost ABBA, made so much 
money, money, money that a sec- 
ond night was added. And it may 
be the last chance to see the cele- 
brated tribute act, as the event has 
been billed as a farewell tour. 

What is it about the peppy 
Swedish foursome that draws such 
adoration? Perhaps it’s the cheerful 
pop or the zany costumes. Or how 
the opening strains of “Dancing 
Queen” physically propel one onto 
the dance floor. Whatever the rea- 
son, Almost ABBA encompasses 
all that made the group so popu- 
lar. The costumes, the light show 
and the performers themselves aim 
to be a spot- on match.

‘Democracy’ comes 
to D.C. in the form of 
a witty, lavish opera 

STAGE I To average Americans, the 
1870s don’t immediately conjure 
up images of political intrigue. 

Yet that’s the period exam- 
ined by the Washington National 
Opera’s first commissioned work 
in more than a decade. The com- 
pany will perform D.C. native 
Scott Wheeler’s “Democracy: 
An American Comedy” at Lisner 
Auditorium this weekend. 

This comedic opera, based on 
Henry Adams’ novels and Romulus 
Linney’s play, shows that American 
political treachery hardly originated 
in the 20th century. 

The action centers around the 
corruption of the presidency of 
Ulysses S. Grant, the famed Civil 
War hero who managed to get re- 
elected despite a reputation for 
incompetence. 

The premise and characters 
seem formulaic: New York social- 
ite Madeline Lee (Keri Alkema) 
a principled widow, comes to the 
nation’s capital and meets Silas 


Raitcliffe (Lee Poulis), a charismat- 
ic but ethically challenged senator. 
It’s an opera, so romance ensues as 
Raitcliffe grapples with the moral 
quandaries that arise when linked 
with Grant. 

The work lightheartedly explores 


the coexistence of love and power in 
politics, but also probes feminism 
and religion. 

The opera marks a collabora- 
tion between composer Wheeler 
and Washington National Opera 
director Placido Domingo, whose

Chip Jackson hosts 
shindig for jazz 
songbird Anita O’Day 

MUSIC I The 1940s was a pivotal 
time in the development of jazz 
singing. 

As the music shifted from 
swing to bop, vocalists such as Ella 
Fitzgerald and Sarah Vaughan set 
the pace. Stars like Billie Holiday 
and Peggy Lee shone brightly. 

As part of the Kennedy Center’s 
ongoing festival “A New America: 
The 1940s and the Arts,” bassist 
Chip Jackson hosts an evening of 
jazz instrumentals that pays hom- 
age to the singers and bandleaders 
of that era. 

He’ll be joined Saturday in the 
Terrace Gallery by saxman Jerry 
Dodgion, drummer Eddie Locke, 
and pianist Don Rebic. They’ll 
trade choruses and share remi- 
niscences of figures from Woody 
Herman to Helen Humes. 

The premier attraction, though, 
will be Anita O’Day. For a fina- 


le, she’ll join the band on several 
numbers. A tough and spirited per- 
former with a real sense of swing, 
she emerged in the ’40s to become 
a jazz legend. 

Although O’Day claims that 
Jesus appeared to her during a 
’30s dance marathon and OK’d 
her singing ambitions, it was 
Gene Krupa who actually gave her 
entree to the big time. She joined 
the drummer’s band at age 21, 
almost immediately scoring a hit 
with “Let Me Off Uptown.” 

A few years later she signed 
on with Stan Kenton, setting the 
stage for the Cool School vocalists 
that would come forward from his 
band in the ’50s. 

Although sidelined by heroin, 
O’Day found her footing again and 
resumed a recording career that 
continued into the ’90s, one of a 
few survivors from the golden age 
of vocal jazz, glenn dixon

Accents on Latin 



David Sanchez and 
his saxophone turn 
Latin jazz inside-out 

MUSIC I A decade ago, saxophon- 
ist and composer David Sanchez 
was part of a renegade set out to 
modernize Latin jazz. Along with 
pianist Danilo Perez and vocalists 
Claudia Acuna and Luciana Souza, 
Sanchez expanded the scope of the 
idiom by highlighting lesser-known 
strands within the Afro -Latin dias- 
pora while infusing the improvisa- 
tional vocabulary and pliant inter- 
play of contemporary bop. 

On his auspicious 1994 debut, 
“The Departure” Sanchez delved 
into his Puerto Rican heritage and 
brought forth the island’s infectious 
bomba rhythm while uncorking 
blistering solos that betrayed his 
huge debts to tenor titans, such as 
Sonny Rollins, John Coltrane and 
Pharoah Sanders. 

Sure, his cocksure navigations 
through tricky rhythmic figures 
and jolting harmonies were hot. 
And he continued to blaze on suc- 
ceeding albums like the Afrocentric 
“Melaza” (2000) and the equally 
intense “Travesia” (2001). Still, he 


demonstrated more than virtuosic 
brawn, displaying a clever, orches- 
tral approach to group dynamics 
that make typical, if moldy modifi- 
ers like caliente and picante insuf- 
ficient. 

Sanchez’s artistry becomes more 
sensual when his saxophone sizzles 
quell down to incandescent flick- 
ers. Softer-hued jewels, such as 
“Obsession” (1998) and last year’s 


“Coral,” which showcased his burly 
saxophone nestling inside the posh 
orchestral arrangements of the City 
of Prague Philharmonic Orchestra, 
attest to his artistic range and, as 
always, his desire to challenge 
all limited notions of Latin jazz.

I saw “Kung Fu Hustle” the other 
day.
